Immediate Repair of 
Levees Demanded By 
Anaheim Delegation 


6696 Miles In 
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8 KIBVIN 


Half a hundred Anaheim dis¬ 
trict women spent two hours with 
the board of supervisors today, 
then descended on state officials 
to demand immediate funds for 
reconstruction of flood - shattered 
Santa Ana river levees. 

Upshot of the lengthy discus¬ 
sion, taking all the county board’s 
morning session, was signing of 
a petition by the women. ’The pe¬ 
tition will be delivered to Gover¬ 
nor Frank Merriam tomorrow or 
’Thursday by Chairman Willard 
Smith, who plans a Sacramento 
trip to appeal for funds. 

’The petition asks not only im¬ 
mediate allocation of funds to pro¬ 
tect the Anaheim area from fur¬ 
ther flooding next winter, but 
asks the state highway depart¬ 


ment and railroad commission to 
see that piling-type bridges are 
not erected again across the river. 
This type of bridge, the women 
contended, caused a great deal of 
last March’s damage by damming 
the flow of water. 

Mrs. Cassie O’Neill, Anaheim, 
led the delegation. 

“I saw an item in a paper a 
few days ago,” she told the 
board, “that the federal govern¬ 
ment was putting up $6,500,000 
for flood control work up the river. 
I knew we weren’t getting any¬ 
thing to fix the levees. I asked 
my husband what the men were 
going to do about it and he said 
he thought It was up to the 
women.

ROME. iJP )—’The Italian gov¬ 
ernment announced today that 
Italian aviators fighting for the 
Insurgents in the Spanish Civil 
war had brought down a total of 
580 enemy aircraft, including two 
dirigibles. 

A communique put the total 
losses of Italian airmen at 150 
men. One hundred and twenty 
were listed as killed, 21 as pris¬ 
oners, nine as missing. 

Of the casualties 56 were offi¬ 
cers, 64 sub officers or specialists, 
the communique said. It asserted 
the destruction of all but 93 of 
the 580 enemy planes was con¬ 
firmed.

Stretcher Used to Carry 
Man Accused of 3 Deaths 
Into Los Angeles Courtroom 


LOS ANGELES. (A*)—Berne El¬ 
lis, 35, Redwood City business 
man, was carried into Huntington 
Park city hall on a stretcher to¬ 
day for arraignment on three 
counts of manslaughter, following 
an auto accident June 30. 

His preliminary hearing was set 
for July 25. Ellis posted $5000 
bond, which permitted his return 


to Maywood hospital, instead of 
to General hospital’s prison ward. 

Ellis is accused of driving a car 
which collided with a switch en¬ 
gine, killing his three companions, 
Louis G. Brieisco, 28. San Francis¬ 
co macaroni firm executive, and 
two film studio employes, Char¬ 
lotte Richards, 30, and Madeline 
De Moss, 27, of Hollywood, 



WASHINGTON. (A>)—Japan has 
sent the United States a compre¬ 
hensive reply to protests against 
treatment of American properties 
and citizens in the Yangtze val¬ 
ley in China. 

Secretary Hull, while describing 
the response as extensive, said 
today there were some points that 
still required clarification. 

The reply is to the American 
note of May 31 which emphatical¬ 
ly called Japan’s attention to the 
fact that much property, includ¬ 
ing the million dollar American 
Baptist university at Shanghai, 
had not been returned to its own¬ 
ers. It also said Ame.ican citi¬ 
zens were not being ’pei^nitted to 
return to the places of work they 
had left In the Interior when Sino- 
Japanese hostilities reached them. 

Japan made a partial return 
of property and granted permis¬ 
sion to some Americans to go back 
to their posts. 

$5000 Extortion 
Demands in Ohio 
Probed by U. S. 

OXFORD, Ohio. — Federal 
agents investigated today an at¬ 
tack upon R. E. Skidmore, con¬ 
struction foreman, who, the sher¬ 
iff’s office said, recently received 
a letter demanding $5000 under 
threat of violence to his four-year- 
old daughter. 

Skidmore told Marshal L. O. 
Grimes two negroes surprised him 
in his apartment last night. 

One of the men ordered “get 
the girl,” Skidmore said. He told 
them his wife and daughter were 
in New York. Then men ran. 
Skidmore followed shooting.

Resignation from the League 
of Nations becomes effective two 
years after formal notification is 
given. 


GOOD ENOUGH 
SAYS F. D. R. 

ABOARD PRESIDENT ROOSE¬ 
VELT’S TRAIN EN ROUTE TO 
I SAN FRANCISCO. tA>)—President 
Roosevelt asserted today that “we 
want Democracy to work.” 

‘"That Is our chief objective,” 
the President told a crowd esti¬ 
mated by police at more than 
15,000, in a brief rear platform 
address from his special train at 
Pueblo, Colo. 

“We don’t want to copy other 
forms of government,” he said. 
“Ours is good enough for us.” 
Avoids POLITICS 

The President avoided reference 
to Colorado’s Democratic sena¬ 
torial primary, making no mention 
either of Senator Alva B. Adams 
or his primary rival, Judge Ben¬ 
jamin C. Hilliard. I 

Mr. Roosevelt devoted much of 
his Pueblo talk to describing the 
government’s efforts toward con¬ 
servation of natural resources, and 
described the government as “a 
common meeting ground” for the 
states in adjustments of their dif¬ 
ferences, particularly those in- 
volving water. 

His only mention of a Colorado 
official came when he said, dis¬ 
cussing interstate water prob¬ 
lems: 

“Your governor and I have 
talked about them.” 

NOT STATE PROBLEM 

The President said the average 
person in the east thinks the Ar¬ 
kansas river is a creek and are 
surprised when he tells them the 
people of Pueblo were nearly wiped 
out in 1921. 

‘"That river Is not the problem 
of just one state.” 

The President said he always 
talks about the Arkansas as a 
good example of a water shed and 
such watersheds’ various needs. 

Gov. Teller Ammons of Colorado 
who is unopposed for renomina¬ 
tion, stood on the train platform 
behind the President wi^ Sena¬ 
tors Adams and Ed C. Johnson and 
Representative John A. Martin of 
Pueblo, all Colorado Democrats. 
URGES "LOOK-SEES” 

Adams’ rival for the senatorial 
nomination, Judge Hilliard, had 
notified the presidential party last 
night that he was called to Kan¬ 
sas by the critical illness of a 
brother. 

The President said “more and 
more the scenery of the Rocky 
mountains is being recognized as a 
national asset.” 

Mr. Roosevelt predicted that if 
people travelled more there 
wouldn’t be so many political dif¬ 
ferences. 

He recommended taking "look- 
sees” like he is on this trip. 

“The other thing that impressed 
me was the growing understanding 
that everybody seems to have of 
our national problems,” he added.

Anthropologist of 
Apache Origin Dies 

LOS ANGELES. (JP) — Death 
yesterday at the county farm end¬ 
ed the career of Antonio Apache, 
full-blooded Apache Indian who 
once was noted as an anthropolo¬ 
gist. Fifty-four years of age, he 
died after a lingering Illness. 

Apache, who once attended Har¬ 
vard university, came to Califor¬ 
nia in 1906. He was for several 
years manager of an Indian vil¬ 
lage organized by the late Henry 
Huntington, railroad magnate and 
philanthropist. 


42 Hours; Post^s 
Time Is Bettered 

American Fliers Tired but Happy as 
They Speed Around Globe 

MOSCOW. (A1—Howard Hughes landed his big silvery monoplane 
at 9 p. m. tonight (1 p. m., EST) at Omsk, Siberia, approximately half 
way point of his round-the-world flight. 

At Omsk Hughes had covered 6696 miles of his projected 14,709- 
mile globe girdling course and had completed three of the intended 
six legs of his journey. 

TTie Araerlcsui filer and his four companions covered the 1380-mlle 
distance from Moscow in seven hours 35 minutes. 

When he left Moscow, Hughes Indicated that Yakutsk, Siberia, 
2177 miles northeast of Omsk, would be his next halting place. As 
soon as he landed, refuelling of*--- 


his plane began. 

Forty-two hours, 40 minutes out 
of New York, Hughes was well 
ahead of the round-the-world rec¬ 
ord of the late Wiley Post. 

(Post did not stop at Omsk, but 
he took slightly over 69 hours to 
reach Novosibirsk, 600 miles 
further east.) 

Hughes and ]iis four companions 
took off from Moscow’s central 
airport at 1:25 p. m. (5:25 a. m. 
EST) two hours and 12 minutes 
after they arrived from Paris. 
TIRED BUT HAPPY 

They had 6000 miles of Soviet 
territory ahead of them as their 
heavily loaded plane sped away on 
the 1380-mile hop to Omsk. 

They completed the Paris-Mos- 
cow flight of 1541 miles in 7 hours 
and 49 minutes, bringing their 
plane down at 11:13 a. m. (3:13 
a. m. EST.). 

Tlie fliers, unshaven and their 
hair tousled, looked tired as they 
stepped from the plmie, but were 
in grand humor, signing auto¬ 
graphs for fans who crowded 
around them. i 

Hughes was 'o u^cciipiA with 
problems of the*fllght that Be ap¬ 
parently did not notice that his 
shirt tail was out. He wore a 
brown felt hat and a light gray 
suit.

‘Block Booking’ of 
Picture Upheld 

LOS ANGELES. (Al —If the 
much protested “block booking” of 
motion pictures is to be eleimin- 
ated, it must come through na¬ 
tional legislation rather than court 
action, in the opinion of federal 
Judge Leon R. Yankwich. 

He upheld the legality of this 
system by which motion picture 
firms compel exhibitors to con¬ 
tract for an entire year’s output 
in a $100,000 suit brought by Ox¬ 
nard Theaters, Inc., and 19 other 
exhibitors against Paramount Pic¬ 
tures, Inc. Judge Yankwich made 
the ruling in sustaining a de¬ 
murrer by the defendant yester¬ 
day.

(JP )—Governor 
Prank F. Merriam will join Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt’s party at Crock¬ 
ett Thursday morning, he an¬ 
nounced today. 

Adjutant General H. H. More- 
head of the California national 
guard and E. Raymond Cato, chief 
of the highway patrol, also will 
accompany the presidential party 
on its automobile tour of Mare Is¬ 
land, Treasure island and the San 
Francisco bay area. 

Chief Cato has detailed 70 offi¬ 
cers to assist in directing traffic 
and patrolling at Crockett.

OKLAHOMA CITY. Okla¬ 

homa Democrats, urged by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt to nominate liberal 
candidates, wrote the answers on 
ballots in today’s primary. 

When the votes are counted Mr. 
Roosevelt will be able to check the 
effect of the pat on the back he 
gave Sen. Elmer Thomas, seeking 
a third term. 

The election was the first test 
at the polis since the President 
started his Western tour through 
states where administration sen¬ 
ators are up for renomination. He 
also has grtven verba! pats on back 
to Barkley of Kentucky, the Dem¬ 
ocratic leader, Buckley of Ohio and 
Caraway of Arkansas. 

A record approaching 600,000 
Democratic votes was forecast be¬ 
cause of intense interest in the 
senatorial and gubernatorial races, 
in which Mr. Roosevelt took a 
hand. 

In his Oklahoma City speech, 
three days ago, the President said 
Thomas had been of “enormous 
help” to the administration. He 
added a kind remark for another 
senatorial aspirant, E. W. Mar- 
land, New Deal governor. But 
Thomas claimed the stronger 
favor. Mr. Roosevelt called him 
“my old friend.” 

The President had no such back- 
pat for Rep. Gomer Smith, the 
third senatorial candidate. Smith 
voted against the President’s re¬ 
organization bill and the adminis¬ 
tration farm bill. 

Without mentioning names, Mr. 
Roosevelt cracked down on former 
Gov. W. H. “Alfalfa Bill” Murray, 
a candidate for the office he left 
in 1935. Murray opposed the 1932 
Roosevelt nomination, and has 
fought the New Deal ^nce. 

Opposing Murray were four 
acknowledged New Dealers—W. S. 
Key, former state WPA admin¬ 
istrator; Leon C. Phillips, former 
speaker of the state house; former 
Gov. “Iron Jack” Walton, and Ira 
Finley, president of the Veterans 
of Industry of America. 

All five claimed victory. Key 
was permitted to ride the Presi¬ 
dent’s train, but Phillips forces In¬ 
timated the ride was “thumbed” 
and belittled Its significance. 

With the exception of Gomer 
Smith, all of the state’s nine Dem¬ 
ocratic congressmen sought re- 
nomlnation. 

A state-wide Republican “grass¬ 
roots” convention endorsed Ross 
Rlzley, Guymon attorney and for¬ 
mer state senator, for nomination 
IS governor, and Harry O. Glasser, 
Enid attorney, for senator. Six 
contests for congressional nomi¬ 
nations also will be settled by the 
Republicans, who were expected to 
3oII 75,000 votes. 


WASHINGTON.—(Science Ser¬ 
vice.)—Professional “rainmakers” 
with their mystifying and Rube 
Goldbergish apparatus are the 
butt of many a joke, but every 
person on earth, 15 times a minute 
throughout their collective lives, 
helps make rain. The scientific 
reasoning behind this seeming 
riddle is described by Dr. G. R. 
Wait, department of terrestrial 
magnetism of the Carnegie Insti¬ 
tution of Washington, in a report 
made public here. 

Tiny particles, too small to be 
seen even with the most powerful 
microscopes, float in the air and 
form the centers around which 
water vapor in the air collects and 
condenses to form rain. 

These particles, whose composi¬ 
tion is still unknown to scientists, 
are called condensation-nuclei. 

While such nuclei cannot be seen 
directly, states Dr. Wait, ingenious 
indirect methods make them cre¬ 
ate artificial raindrops in scientific 
apparatus and thus form spots 
large enough to be seen in micro¬ 
scopes. In this way the tremen¬ 
dous number floating in the air, at 
all times, is now known. 

Studies reported by Dr. Wait in¬ 
dicate that the average person, 
each minute during his life, 
breathes out some 3,000,000,000 of 
these condensation nuclei. This is 
about 50,000,000 each second or 
about 200,000,000 for each breath, 
based on breathing onae every 
four seconds. 

Smoking cigars, pipes and ciga¬ 
rettes furnish a potent factor in the 
creation of such nuclei indoors. 
One pipeful of tobacco, when 
smoked, produced 2,600 billion 
large ions in the air. Three ciga¬ 
rettes contributed around 800 bil¬ 
lion. One person smoking in a 
room will produce as many large 
ions as 35 people who are not 
smoking. 

While these man-created nuclei 
do have a part in becoming centers 
for future raindrops their number 
is smaller than the enormous 
amount produced whenever any¬ 
thing is burned. Home furnace 
fires, concentrated manufacturing 
areas like steel mills and even the 
salt particles from the ocea? itself 
all nroduce condensation nuclei, 
Dr. Wait says.

WASHINGTON. — (Special) — 
American trans-oceanlc aviation 
vill never duplicate the disastrous 
listory of the nation’s maritime in- 
iustry. Col. J. Monroe Johnson, 
jssistant secretary of commerce In 
iharge of the bureau of air com¬ 
merce, pledged in an address at 
:he meeting of the American In- 
itltute of Electrical Engineers 
aere. 

“We believe,” he said, “that we 
are justified In Insisting that 
American aviation interests shall 
be protected and encouraged with 
every means at our disposal. Equity 
and fairness should dictate all ar¬ 
rangements with foreign govern¬ 
ments, but at the same time, we 
propose to zealously avoid any dis¬ 
advantageous effect upon Ameri¬ 
can industry.” 

America will receive its fair 
share of trans-oceanic flying trans¬ 
port, Col. Johnson indicated, and 
will not end up by having Ameri¬ 
ca’s great volume of air traffic fly¬ 
ing In foreign airplanes. 

“To that end,” he declared, “we 
have rigidly adhered to the prin¬ 
ciple of reciprocity; that American 
a'vlatlon interests shall have the 
right to do in Europe whatever 
Europeans are permitted to do in 
the United States; that their re¬ 
spective rights and privileges shall 
be identical. 

Airplanes and flying boats should 
grow even l(u:ger in the future. 
Col. Johnson indicated. Bids have 
ilTMdy been invited for an air¬ 
plane with accommodations for 
100 passengers and a crew of 16. 
A cruising speed of 300 miles an 
hour and a range of 5000 miles are 
leman(ied. 

In answer to this bid, Col. John- 
lon continued, one airplane com¬ 
pany has proposed to build a 400,- 
000 pound flying boat that would 
carry 300 passengers and a crew 
of 30 and which would be driven 
by six 2000 horsepower engines. 
Such an engine has already been 
developed for the U. S. army and 
should be available by the time the 
plane is ready. 

For daily operation of airplanes 
across the Atlantic it will only be 
necessary ttiat 6 per cent of those 
now purchasing first-class cabin 
tickets become airline patrons, Col. 
Johnson concluded.

NEW YORK. — If thin, wiry 
Howard Robard Hughes, the mil¬ 
lionaire now turned transatlsintic 
flier, gives a tinker’s dam about 
what other people think of him, 
he has never shown it during his 
34 years. 

Hughes announced he was going 
to fly the Atlantic. Why, was his 
business. A few years ago he was 
making hit movies. He abandoned 
Hollywood. That was his busi¬ 
ness, too. 

A year ago last January he 
streaked across the United States 
to set a speed record which has 
never been approached—7 hours, 
28 minutes. Crawling from his 
ship, he was courteous, tolerant, 
uninformative. 

He merely wanted to do it. If 
a man wanted to risk a neck 
valued at several millions, it was 
his affair. 

HE TOOK IT UP 

His few intimates deny he is a 
blue chip playboy. Whatever he 
is, he does what pleases his fancy 
with a courage and energy which 
.set him apart. 

"Better let someone else take 
that plane up,” Dick Palmer, who 
built his "Hughes special” racer, 
advised the flier in 1936. 

"No," responded Hughes. "I had 
confidence enough in you to have 
you build it. I have enough con¬ 
fidence that it will fly.” 

He took it up on its first test 
hop, and then smashed all long¬ 
distance speed records at an aver¬ 
age pace of 332 miles an hour. 
BIT OXYGEN HOSE 

Temperamentally nervous, 
Hughes is stone-like in the cock¬ 
pit of a racing airplane. On his 
transcontinental record flight, he 
almost lost consciousness at an 
altitude of 22,000 feet when a spe¬ 
cial oxygen face mask failed to 
function. 

He calmly bit in two the rubber 
hose leading to his oxygen tank 
and sucked on the gas until his 
head was clear. 

On another occasion, when a 
severe downdraft dropped his 
plane dangerously close to some 
mountain tops near Los Angeles, 
he maneuvered toward a lake to 
pick up smoother air, 

"Hope I didn’t scare you.” he 
remarked casually to a friend in 
the cabin behind him. 

The Hughes fortune largely w 
due to his father’s invention of a 
rotary drill bit for sinking oil 
wells. The elder Hughes founded 
the Hughes Tool Co., in Houston, 
of which the son is board chair¬ 
man. 

Born rich, Hughes followed his 
father’s technical bent. At the 
age of 12 he had constructed his 
own radio receiving .set. The 
Hughes home - made automobile 
was a common sight in Houston. 
At 1.5 he had taken his first flight. 
In his twenties, he established 
himself as one of Hollywood’s 
foremost movie producers. 

He made money. Among his 
pictures, "Hell’s Angeles,” "Scar- 
face,” and “The Front Page” 
helped make movie history. 

KEEPS FULL LOGS 

Like his father, Hughes is at¬ 
tracted by anything scientific. 
When he flies, he works every 


NEW YORK. (A*)—With Uncle 
Sam’s holdings of gold nearing 
the unprecedented figure of $13,- 
000,000,000, continued active for¬ 
eign demand for the dollar raised 
prospects today of an increased 
movement of the metal to New 
York.

AT SAN PEDRO 

NEWPORT - BALBOA. — They 
hauled the 88-foot tuna-clipper, 
"Kingfisher," away from New- 
port-Balboa surf around 9 p. m. 
yesterday, after the $45,000 craft 
had taken a terrific lashing by the 
waves since running aground 
early Sunday. 

The Wrigley tugging company, 
San Pedro, salvaged the ship, and 
bids already have been made for 
reconditioning It, according to 
Harbormaster Tom Bouchey. The 
boat was taken to San Pedro. 

The wreckage has attracted 
hundreds of spectators to the 
beach daily since Sunday, when 
the boat, carrying a $3000 load of 
tuna from Mexican waters, ran 
aground. Her crew of 11 men 
was rescued when two unidentified 
men, sleeping on the beach, heard 
tiieir calls for help, caught a land¬ 
ing line thrown from the stricken 
boat, and aided the fishermen 
ashore. 

Most of the deck and the super 
structure were washed away bv 
the pounding water, but the hull 
Is still sound. Harbormaster 
Bouchey said. 

The load of tuna, ruined by the 
■hip’s broken refrigeration sys¬ 
tem, comprised the first catch of 
fish by San Pedro boats in more 
than three months, as they had 
been tied up in the harbor there 
by a strike.

200 MUSICIANS 
ENGAGED FOR 
LIGHTS FIESTA 

NEWPORT - BALBOA. —More 
than 200 musicians already have 
been engaged to supply music for 
the annual Balboa Tournament of 
Lights Aug. 20. 

The 140-piece American Legion 
accordion band and the Los An¬ 
geles county sheriff's band of 90 
pieces, well known in the metro¬ 
politan area, will be on hand the 
night of the parade to supply the 
musical setting, said C. Harold 
Hopkins, chairman of the music 
committee. 

The two large bands will be 
augmented by many smaller mu¬ 
sical organizations on floats cir¬ 
cling the bay during the parade, 
Hopkins said. 

Theme of the Euinual water pa¬ 
rade is "Dreams of Youth." Snow 
White has been seledted as the 
queen, and will ride at the head 
of the parade surrounded by the 
Seven Dwarfs. The parade of 
decorated floats, yachts and boats 
will be more than a mile long.

Most of the boats and barges 
were able to furnish good fishing 
for the boys and girls over July 
4, but conditions now have 
changed. The live bait shortage 
was passed and all indications 
pointed to a record week, when 
red water drifted in and put a 
stop to activities for Wedne-sday 
and Thursday. “Red Water” is 
described by Scrlpps Institute as 
being small red parasites, which 
cling to fish coming in contact 
with it. Consequently, game fish 
move out as this water moves in, 
and you can’t catch fish where 
there is none. 

An exceptionally heavy sea also 
was running, with heavy ground 
swells and breakers evidenced all 
along the coast. But these ad- 
versed local conditions proved 
helpful in one way, as the boats 
turned to Catalina waters for their 
fishing, where tuna were found 
ready to hit live bait. Thursday 
proved a good day for these fish 
at the Island, and good catches 
of them were taken through Sun¬ 
day. 

San Diego fishermen had a qhort 
spell of good fishing, according 
to reports from the Star tind 
Crescent company, when a school 
of large yellows and bluefin in¬ 
vaded the north grounds at the 
Cornado Islands on Wednesday and 
Thursday. Fifteen fishermen on 
the Sea Angler returned with 38 
yellows and five tuna on Wednes¬ 
day, with the big fish being a 38 
pound, 8 ounce yellow. The Point 
Loma barge has produced some 
good catches of white sea bass 
and barracuda, and a few yellow- 
tail. 

Four marlin have been weighed 
in at San Diego at the time of 
this writing. Reports have it that 
the fish are numerous around the 
Coronados and the banks 12 miles 
off Point Loma. Catalina waters 
are also reported to contain plenty 
of the big fish, but none of them 
have been landed as far as we 
know. Several were hooked, how¬ 
ever. 

Trolling boats have had good 
luck around Catalina, with good 
catches of tuna reported. The 
first albacore of the season for 
these waters was taken on Thurs¬ 
day by this method. White sea 
bass takes have been good at 
night. 

Capt. Billy Rice at San Pedro 
has produced good fishing all 
week. The boat from the First 
street landing in San Pedro has 
had good catches of tuna, yellows, 
barracuda and white sea bass. We 
chanced a conversation with an 
angler who fished from this boat 
on Tuesday, who was very pround 
of his 20 pound white sea bass, 
but he stated that it was 15 
pounds too liight to be in the run¬ 
ning for the jack-pot. Some of the 
20 tuna taken weighed near the 
35-pound mark. 

Surf fishing was poor during the 
week, due to the heavy surf and 
high tides. Some fish were taljen 
on Sunday, however, and indica¬ 
tions point to a good week for the 
surf boys. A party of four anglers 
took 16 corbina at San ClemeSte 
Saturday night, but reported heavy 
seas and much difficulty in keep- 
a line out. Members of the La¬ 
guna Beach Rod and Gun club 
are planning a surf party for 
Tuesday night, so look out cor¬ 
bina. 

Newport, Balboa, Oceanside and 
San Clemente boats felt the effects 
of the bad water during the mid¬ 
week, but the ocean was clearing 
over the week-end and catchers 
were slowly returning to normal. 
On Sunday, D. W. Kind of New¬ 
port sent one boat to Dana Point, 
one to the Huntington Beach dis¬ 
trict, and one to Catalina in search 
of fish. 'The Catalina boat re¬ 
ported by short wave radio at 11 a. 
m., stating that barracuda was 
the only fish taking bait at the 
time. Lots of tuna were around 
the boat, but were not interested 
in the baits offered. 

Quite a bit of excitement was 
noticed below the Newport pier on 
Sunday morning, when a purse 
seiner, the Kingfisher, went 
aground in a heavy fog at 1 a. m. 
A tug was standing by at 11 
o’clock, but it was feared that the 
boat would be a totsd wreck. It 
was en route to San Pedro with 
fifteen tons of tuna that it had 
taken from Oceanside waters the 
day before.

A strike among hundreds of Or¬ 
ange county Mexican truck farm 
field workers was narrowly avert¬ 
ed during the week-end at Gar¬ 
den Grove, according to Lucas Lu- 
clo, labor spokesman, who said 
nearly 700 Mexicans met Sunday 
in protest of a 5-cent an hour 
wage cut put into effect since 
July 1 by a number of Japanese 
farmers. 

Luclo explained that under an 
agreement between the workers 
and growers the laborers had been 
receiving 30 cents an hour. Since 
the first of this month, however, 
cases have come to the attention 
of labor leaders that certain grow¬ 
ers have cut the remuneration to 
25 cents an hour. 

Embittered by this asserted 
pay cut, Lucio said this morn¬ 
ing, the workers met at Garden 
Grove Sunday to formulate plans 
for a strike, Luclo, hearing of 
trouble, met the men at the meet¬ 
ing and. told them that the de¬ 
crease in wages was a mistake 
and he advised them not to strike, 
Luclo states he also promised the 
I workers that he has taken the 
, matter up with spokesmen for the 
growers, asking them to make 
back payment on wages of those 
workers who had undergone the 
cut, 

A petition, drawn up by the 
workers nearly a month ago, urges 
the hourly rate to be increased to 
35 cents after July 31 when the 
present agreement comes to a 
close, according to Luclo, 

"All workers who have received 
pay cuts should report to me," 
Lucio urged today, asserting that 
he is attempting to clear up any 
disagreements between workers 
and Japanese farmers.

Valencia oranges are bigger this 
year than at any time since 1930, 
the Association Laboratory of 
Anaheim reported today, and are 
larger than the 14-year average. 

Growth rates during June, the 
laboratory reported, compare very 
favorably with the average on 
both inside and outside fruits. 

Measurements taken between 
July 1 and 9 .showed outside fruit 
measuring 2.662 inche.s, 211 to the 
box. This is a larger figure than 
for comparable dates since 19.30, 
when outside fruit measured 2.761 
inches, 198 to the box. Last year’s 
figures were .slightly smaller, 2.591 
inches and 224 fruits to the box. 

Inside fruit showed a similar 
1 record. 2.652 inches and 212 to 
the box, compared with 2.631 
inches, 242 to the box last year 
and 2.678 inches, 209 to the box 
in 1930, most recent year show¬ 
ing larger mea.surements.

j compared with .016 and .032 last 
year.

VACANCY IN 
J. C. FACULTY 


Freighter Is First in Bonneville Locks 


The last vacancy In the Santa 
Ana Junior college faculty, one In 
the economics department, was 
filled last night by the board of 
education with appointment of 
Dan C. Mayes, 31, who has an MA 
degree from the University of 
California at Berkeley. 

Mayes focused his attention on 
three subjects while obtaining his 
master’s at the state university. 
'They were economics, jurispru¬ 
dence and political science. 

Although Mayes was not pres¬ 
ent last night and has not met the 
board, D. K. Hammond, director 
of the junior college, told the 
trustees that both he and Supt. 
Frank Henderson had interviewed 
Mayes and recommended him 
highly. Hammond added that 
Mayes has a fine record at the 
imiversity. Mayes received his 
bachelor’s degree from Pomona 
college and was with the U. S. 
Air corps at March Field for a 
time. 

From 1930 to 1932 he held a 
teaching fellowship at the Uni¬ 
versity of California. The next 
two years he was connected with 
CCC camp work in the capacity of 
instructor. During the past year 
he has been at Ventura Junior 
college as an advisor and instruc¬ 
tor in journalism. He will suc¬ 
ceed L. L. Beeman as economics 
Instructor at a salary of $2000. 


Funds for paving the almost- 
completed South Main stret exten¬ 
sion, connecting Main street with 
Corona Del Mar, will be sought 
soon in Sacramento by Supervisor 
N. E. West of the fifth district. 

West said today he would ap¬ 
peal to Earl Lee Kelly, state di¬ 
rector of public works, for re¬ 
plenishment of the $175,000 need¬ 
ed to pave the highway. The mon¬ 
ey was allocated for the paving, 
but was taken from the fund aft¬ 
er the March flood to repair dam¬ 
age to other highways. 

WPA crews are on the last lap 
of the road, which has been under 
construction for more than two 
years and has given employment 
to an average of nearly 100 men. 

The new highway, running from 
Corona Del Mar across and 
through rolling hills to a flat 
stretch just south of the airport, 
has been built almost entirely by 
hand labor. Several deep cuts and 
fills have been completed on the 
lower end; planting has been com¬ 
pleted, and that will be a quick 
matter once crews tackle it be¬ 
cause there is little of any grad¬ 
ing or filling to be done, the last 
stretch extending over almost flat 
land to connect with Main street. 

If funds or further orders are 
not forthcoming, WPA threatens 
to shut down July 29; but West 
said he believes the project will be 
continued until the highway is 
ready for paving. State crews 
will pave the road, the county’s 
WPA agreement providing only 
for construction and preparation 
for paving. 

If funds cannot be allocated im¬ 
mediately, West said, he hopes 
to get the project on the prefer¬ 
red list for construction the first 
thing next spring. 

Sixty working days is the es¬ 
timated time required for paving 
the highway, which would mean 
the cutoff could not be used for 
this summer’s park travel even if 
crews started to work immediate¬ 
ly. West said he hoped to have 
the road fully ready for travel be¬ 
fore next summer’s crowds, how¬ 
ever. 

Opening of the road before pav¬ 
ing has been definitely discarded 
as a possibility. James Irvine, 
whose ranch the road cuts 

through, has insisted all along that 
paving be completed before the 

road is opened. Otherwise large 

clouds of dust raised by cars 

would damage his property. 


Wildman to prepare sufficient 
plans for an application to the 
PWa for a 45% grant on a pro¬ 
posed million dollar Greater Junior 
college was temporarily held up 
last night by the board of educa¬ 
tion. Slight changes in the con¬ 
tract between the trustees and the 
architects were ordered. 

Board members pointed out that 
the contract submitted to them 
last night was not clear in several 
places. They wanted it under¬ 
stood in the contract that the 
architects are being engaged mere¬ 
ly to submit the necessary data 
to the PWA. 

After the plans are approved by 
the PWA and other necessary mat¬ 
ters are taken care of, the board 
would then make another con¬ 
tract with either the present archi¬ 
tects, or some other organization, 
to draw up plans and specifica¬ 
tions for actual building. 

D. K. Hammond, director of the 
Santa Ana Junior college, related 
last night that approximately ten 
days ago a meeting was held rel¬ 
ative to the Greater Junior col¬ 
lege with representatives from all 
parts of the county present. This 
group, Hammond said, voted unan¬ 
imously to “approve everything 
the Santa Ana board had done or 
intended to do in obtaining the 
PWA grant.

Place two tablespoons of whip¬ 
ped cream on the bottom of the 
glass together with a scoop of 
chocolate ice cream — then add 
freshly-made coffee which has 
been iced! There's a treat! 

Fold Into whipped cream sweet¬ 
ened chocolate syrup or grated 
bitter chocolate. Top off a glass 
of iced coffee with a spoonful of 
the mixture—and you have some¬ 
thing there! 

For different whipped cream 
topping.";, add cinnamon and nut¬ 
meg; or a few drops of almond 
extract; or grated orange rind to 
the cream. These are e x o t i o 
flavors for a simple drink. 

Try Iced coffee the Mexican 
way. Below the Rio Grande they 
make hot .coffee and then chill It 
quickly. To each quart (4 cups) 
of coffee, 6 tablespoons of fine or 
powdered sugar and 3 teaspoons 
of vanilla are added.

Caramelize the sugar, add boil¬ 
ing water and stir until sugar Is 
dissolved; boil two minutes and 
add coffee. Add cream or evap¬ 
orated milk; pour over cracked 
ice into tall glasses, and top with 
a spoonful of Ice cream. These 
quantities servo six.

SPANIARD WHO WENT MAYA 

One of the strangest tales in 
the annals of exploration of the 
New World is that of Gonzalo 
Guerrero, Spanish navigator who 
forsook Oiristiandom to become a 
Maya chief. 

Guerrero was shipwrecked oc 
the dangerous shoals of Las Vi- 
boras, south-southwest of Ja¬ 
maica. With 17 other men, he 
escaped in a longboat and drifted 
through the Caribbean for days. 

THE GAY THIRTIES 


Seven died and after nearly two 
weeks the survivors washed ashore 
on the coast of Yucatan. 

Captured by a Maya party, the 
survivors one by one were sacri¬ 
ficed to the strange gods. Guer¬ 
rero and another, Geronimo de 
Aguilar, escaped, only to become 
slaves of a Maya ruler. 

In 1519 Hernando Cortes landed 
at the island of Cozumel, off I 
Yucatan, and heard of the Chris¬ 
tian captives held Inland. ' 


Guerrora had married a Maya 
woman of high rank and had three 
children. The Mayas looked on 
him as a chief and war leader. 
His ears were pierced and hung 
with heavy ear-plugs. His face 
was tatooed after the Maya fash¬ 
ion and he wore the Maya cos¬ 
tume. 

Guerrora time and again led the 
Mayas against Spanish invaders, 
saving Yucatan for his adopted

WASHINGTON.—It is not foi 
nothing that Indiana democrats 
grew up under the shadow of that 
i» veteran stalwart republican, the 
Hon. James E. Watson, who for a 
: generation taught not only Indiana 
republicans but all republicans the 
rules of the game. 

Jim Watson, like the Gridiron 
Club, has but two rules. They 
have guided many a bewildered 
politician in a crisis.

The McNutt democrats who run 
Indiana have gone into prayerful 
consultation with their inner souls 
and have decided that the time 
has come to apply both of Jim 
Watson’s celebrated rules.

ABOARD THE PRESIDENT’S 
TRAIN.—There is one thing about 
primaries which the president has 
discovered on this trip—namely, 
that the early bird catches the 
worm. 

Colorado is the best illustration 
of that. In Pueblo, home town o£ 
democratic Senator Alva Adams, 
it looks as if that gentleman has 
been out early enough to catch the 
worm. 

“Alvy,” as he is called by folks 
in Colorado, has been a consistent 
opponent of Roosevelt’s. He began 
his opposition a few months after 
he got to congress, when he started 
working against Ferdinand Peco- 
ra during the famous senat'' bank¬ 
ing committee investigation. Alvy 
has not cha..ged his tune since. 

Despite the fact that he was 
down on the black-list, absolutely 
nothing was done about sharpen¬ 
ing the axe. As early as April 17, 
two of Colorado’s most important 
democrats. Governor Teller Am¬ 
mons and Mayor Ben Stapleton of 
Denver sent word back to Washing¬ 
ton that they would aid a demo¬ 
cratic move to beat Adams in the 
primaries. 

But they got no response. 

It was not until two weeks ago, 
when Roosevelt was motoring 
through Wilmington, Del., at the 
Swedish monument exercises, that 
he first took up the Colorado pri¬ 
mary. At that time he suggested 
to Oscar Chapman, assistant secre¬ 
tary of the interior, who was riding 
with him, that Chapman might run 
against Alva Adams. 

Chapman r-•plied that it was too 
late. He pointed out that in order 
to be sure of beating Adams It 
would have been necessary for him 
to begin building up a political ma¬ 
chine last December. 

The man who finally came out 
against Adams, Colorado Supreme 
Court Chief Justice Ben Hilliard, 
is a great campaigner and has a 
popular following. But the odds 
are against him, for two reasons: 

1. He lacks an organization, 
which is almost essential in a pri¬ 
mary. 

2. Hordes of republicans are 
changing their registration so they 
can vote in the democratic pri¬ 
mary for Alva Adams. 

Note—Another reason why Os¬ 
car Chapman was hesitant about 
getting into the race was because 
his interior department boss, Har¬ 
old Ickes, had endorsed Senator 
Adams. This was in return foi 
Adams’ work in helping put across 
the confirmation of E. K. Burlew 
as assistant secreta£y. 

Another primary faux pas which 
is giving the blues to the “rear 
car” (the president’s party) is In¬ 
diana. There Senator Fred Van 
Nuys yesterday was being welcom¬ 
ed back into the fold of the demo¬ 
cratic organization. 

Here it was not so much the ear¬ 
ly bird, but a case of too much 
trust in a man of over-weaning 
ambition. 

The gentleman with the ambition 
is Paul McNutt, high commissioner 
to the Philippines, whose one 
thought in life is to plant his care¬ 
fully creased pants on the swivel 
chair behind the big mahogany 
desk In the White House. It was 
this burning ambition and only 
this, which caused the sudden re¬ 
versal in Indiana. 

The tall, handsome Hoosier has 
no more liking for Van Nuys than 
the White House has. In fact, al¬ 
most up to the last moment he was 
seriously debating whether to run 
against him. During McNutt's visit 
to Washington last winter he told 
Roosevelt to leave the matter en¬ 
tirely to him, that “the state _or- 


ganization would take care of Van ] 
Nuys.” 

'That is why Roosevelt and Far¬ 
ley had made no move to en.surr 
that someone was put in the field 
against Van Nuys. They confident¬ 
ly depended on McNutt. 

What upset the applecart was 
the republicans. McNutt et al. had 
based their plans on the expecta¬ 
tion that the republicans would | 
nominate either former Senator 
Jim Watson or one of his bench- I 
men. I 

Jim is a loveable old character 
but neither he nor any one of his 
crowd had a chance to win in No¬ 
vember. Their nomination would 
have meant the certain split of the 
large republican vote, thereby 
giving a big edge to the McNutt 
standard-bearer. 

But the republicans didn’t go for 
Watson or one of his lieutenants 
Instead they named Raymond Wil¬ 
lis, a highly respected small-town 
publisher. For McNutt this com¬ 
pletely changed the political pic¬ 
ture. It meant that Willis would 
get the solid republican ballot, 
leaving Van Nuys and the McNutt 
candidate splitting the democratic 
vote. And Willis’ election would 
have been a crushing blow to Mc¬ 
Nutt’s prestige. It would have 
meant no more buzzing for his I 
presidential bee 

So as between helping Roosevelt 
and safeguarding the McNutt 
presidential boom, McNutt lined 
up for McNutt. He welcomed Van 
Nuys home.

Thousands of men seeking ea¬ 
gerly, despairingly, for work will 
never work again. 

That is the problem that a nation 
must face when it is brought to ac¬ 
cept long unemployment as an in¬ 
evitable burden. That is the hu¬ 
man story just coming out of Eng¬ 
land in the report of a painstaking 
research, "Men Without Work” 
(Macmillan), made to the Pilgrim 
Trust. 

The older man in England is not 
willing to do without work. He 
doesn’t want the dole. To him, fi¬ 
nancial independence is a neces¬ 
sity like his bread and ale. H i s 
home, his own home, is a castle to 
be defended against all attacks of 
fate. When forced to accept aid 
he still pays insurance so that 
death at least may be independent. 

“I am respectable,” he .says of 
himself proudly. 

Yet to reconcile older men to 
state support is the duty of Eng¬ 
land’s social scientists today, it is 
believed. 

“Until measures are taken to 
create work for these older men, 
it is most desirable that they should 
be able to adjust themselves to the 
probability of not doing much work 
again for the rest of their lives." 
So reads the report to The Pilgrim 
Trust. And it is a problem indeed 
to facilitate that adjustment. 

Many of them feel, the investi¬ 
gators found, “that they cannot be 
s: tisfied with the rest of their lives 
lived out ‘on the dole.’ ” 

“Anyone who has visited a num¬ 
ber of these older men, and knows 
the hopelessness of men faced with 
an empty future—whom neither 
education nor work has ever given 
an opportunity to learn how to 
spend leisure—knows the urgency 
of their case,” warns this very hu¬ 
man document. 

“Five years in a man’s life i« a 
long time; and if at the end of five 
years’ uncertainty there is only (as 
there is now) the certainty of n 
pension at a yet smaller rate, it i.' 
a fate that can scarcely be toler¬ 
ated. 

“The ordinary working man is 
not very ea.sily moved, and the 
sight of some of these older men 
broken down and unable to speak 
for the moment as they looked 
ahead into the future, is not one 
that will be soon forgotten."
